This column is distinctively re- 


ligious, but religion and politics 
are involved -today in, an intense 
way, much it is to be deplored. 


Because tho question of a Ro- 


man Catholic candidate for the 
U.S. presidency is one in which 
I once was deeply involved, it 
seems fitting that I discuss it in 
the hope of clarifying some as- 
pects of the isstie.
